KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 27.— 
The federal government owes the 
railroads $1,000,000,000, “if, ss Sen­ 
ator Brookhart asserts, th© govern­ 
ment guarantees to the railroads 
five and three fourths per cont net 
earnings on a valuation of approxi­ 
mately 
nineteen 
billion 
dollars,” 
George G. Boardman, secretary of 
the 
Western 
Railway 
Presidents* 
Committee on Public Relations, de­ 
clared in an address 
before 
the 
Kansas State Bar Association here 
today. 
Mr. Boardman asked the Iowa 
senator if he as a 
United 
States 
senator, “sworn 
to uphold these 
laws of the United States, will in­ 
troduce a bill in the senate and 
vote for its passage, w'hich will pro­ 
vide for payment by the govern­ 
ment to the railroads of over one 
billion dollars w’hlch the govern­ 
ment records show the railways 
were short in earning the fair re­ 
turn fixed by the government during 
the past three years.” 
Referring to a reported statement 
by Senator Capper of Kansas, that 
would seek legislation in the 
next congress for relief in transpor­ 
tation rates, the speaker declared 
that the roads were earning a re­ 
turn of only two per cent on their 
stock from net operating income, 
and asked how any freight rate re­ 
duction could be expected. 
He said that “Senators La Fol­ 
lette, 
Brookhart 
and 
others 
are 
seeking to have the railroad valua­ 
tion reduced by 35 per cent to 13,* 
000,000,000 
dollars, the effect of 
which would reduce by that per­ 
centage the net operation 
income 
which the railroads would be al­ 
lowed to earn, and force most of 
them into the hands of receivers, 
thus hardening the arteries of com­ 
merce and materially increasing the 
cost of living for us all.” 
Mr. Boardman declared that the 
railroads are operating their plants 
economically.

GREATER YIELD OF 
WHEAT IN FRANCE

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—France 
It* producing about 90 per cent as 
much wheat as It did before the 
war, according to department of 
agriculture reports made public to­ 
day and progress in restoring the 
soil, factories and mines to working 
order has increased the population 
in that area from 2,000.000 at the 
time of the armistice to 4,207,000 at 
present. 
The French wdieat production of 
290,474,000 bushels In 1923, an in­ 
crease of about 50,000,000 over the 
1922 crop, is attributed to a “raise 
wheat” campaign conducted by the 
government which resulted in an in­ 
creased planting of about 400,000 
acres. 
All except 1,000,000 of the 
8,000,000 acres in the war zone re­ 
quiring treatment have been cleared 
of barbed wire and trenches, while 
explosives have been removed from 
practically the entire acreage.* Al­ 
most all soil formerly under cultiva­ 
tion that can be made to yield again 
is said to be under cultivation.

With the 1923 potato crop of the 
United States reported 10% below 
that of last year and the Euro­ 
pean crop of the current year 
20% below last year, the eyes of 
the world are naturally turning 
toward the potato bin. 
But the potato situation, says 
the Trade Record of The National 
City Bank of New York, is not 
after all so serious because it hap­ 
pens that the 1922 crop writh which 
we are comparing the prospective 
outturn of 1923 was abnormally 
large and this shortage of IO or 
20 per cent in the outturn of 
‘America and Europe still leave*, 
the 1923 crop quite up to the aver­ 
age of recent years. 
In the case 
of the United States the average 
crop in the decade ending with 
2922 was 378,000.000 bushels, while 
the estimate of the Department 
of Agriculture is for 390,000.000 in 
the calendar year 1923. 
Our crop 
of 
1922, 450,000,000 bushels, was 
the “biggest ever.” 
In Europe, 
exclusive of Russia for which no 
figures are yet available, the crop 
of 1922, according to figures of the 
Rome International Institute of 
Agriculture, was 4.682.000,000 bush­ 
els against a little less than 3,- 
000,000,000 in 1921, and while the 


partial reports from the prfnclpal 
European countries in 1923 show a 
slight reduction, it is quite appar­ 
ent that the European total for 
1923 will be 
materially greater 
than thai of 1921, even though it 
should fall 20 per cent below the 
abnormally high year 1922. 
The 
term “abnormally high year” ap­ 
plies only to that section of Eu­ 
rope for which official figures are 
available, for the world is still 
lacking 
information 
about 
the 
crop of Russia, which was prior 
to the war a very large producer 
of potatoes. 
Curiously, adds the Trade Rec­ 
ord, the birthplace of the potato. 
South America, is now* one of the 
world’s 
smallest 
producers 
of 
that important factor in world 
food supply. 
Prior to the war 
the 
world’s 
biggest 
producers 
were, in the order of magnitude 
of production, Germany, Russia, 
France, Austria, and the United 
States, and even at the present 
time despite the post-war bound­ 
ary changes in Europe, the rela­ 
tion as to the production of the 
respective countries stands about 
the same, the latest figures putting 
the 1922 outturn of Germany at 1,- 
494.000,000 bushels, Poland. 1,220,- 
000,000, 
France 
465.000,000. 
the 
United States 451,000.000, with no 
available figures for Russia for 
any year later than 1916. The big 
potato 
production 
of 
northern 
Europe is due to the fact that it 
supplies a larger amount of food 
per acre than do wheat or corn. 
The pre-war potato crop of Eu­ 
rope was said to exceed in both 
quantity and value the accorded 
wheat crop of the entire world. 


Of course, the world’s potato 
crop was materially reduced dur­ 
ing the war in view* of the fact 
that the chief military activities 
occurred in the great potato pro­ 
ducing section of Europe which 
supplied in normal times consid­ 
erably more than three-fourths of 
the potatoes of the world. 
The 
w'orld’s record of potato outturn 
fell from 5,872,000.000 bushels in 
1912 to less than 3.000.000,000 dur­ 
ing the most active period of the 
war, 
but 
again 
crossed 
the 
5 
billion line in 1922, the notal world 
outturn of that year, exclusive of 
Russia, having been 5% 
billion 
bushels against the world’s high­ 
est record, that of 1912, 5,573,000,- 
000. 
The 
w’orld’s 
potato 
crop 
slightly exceeds, in quantity, that 
of any other starch food, the high 
records of world outturn having 
been: potatoes, in 1912. 5.872,000,- 
000 bushels; corn, in 1912, 4.371,- 
000.000; and wheat, in 1915, 4,198,- 
000,000 bushels. 


Our own production of potatoes 
is almost exclusively for home 
consumption. 
We export a few 
million bushels, but only a small 
percentage of the entire crop, and 
our imports are also comparative­ 
ly small. The exports in 1920, the 
high record year, were about 4 
million bushels, and the imports in 
1920 about 6 millions. 
The ex­ 
ports 
go chiefly 
to Cuba 
and 
smaller quantities to Canada and 
Mexico, 
and 
the 
imports 
are 
chiefly from Canada. 
Potatoes, 
as a rule, do not enter largely into 
international 
trade: 
they 
are 
chiefly consumed iu the country of 
production.

Tokyo—The Japanese festival of 
thanksgiving, marking the harvest­ 
ing of the rice crop, passed almost 
unnoticed in Hibyia Park, ordina­ 
rily the center of great merrymak­ 
ing. In fact the park is a camp for 
refugees, with a large share of the 
city’s population sheltered in tem­ 
porary dwellings. 
In 
contrast 
to 
the 
bountiful 
Thanksgiving 
Day 
dinners 
of 
America, the 900,000 refugees in 
Tokyo feasted on the Japanese 
holiday solely on rice furnished by 
the Japanese Bureau of Relief to 
which all American Red Cross food 
supplies are transferred upon ar­ 
rival from the United States. None 
of the barrack-d welters went hun­ 
gry, and while their courage and 
patience under distress is admira­ 
ble, they were in no mood for cele­ 
brating. 
Japanese officials controlling the 
food situation are most precise in 
distributing foodstuffs and supplies. 
They h ar to pauperize their peo­ 
ple. 
The self-respect of the aver­ 
age Japanese of whatever class, 


however, is proof against mendi­ 
cancy. 
A refugee in nearly every 
case would rather work for his 
needs than accept free food. 
Seishin Hirayama, president of 
the Japanese Red Cross, speaking 
of postponement of the interna­ 
tional exposition because of th® 
earthquake catastrophe, says that 
the erection of buildings proved a 
boon in the 
emergency. 
“The 
buildings were at once put to use 
as hospitals,” he said, “and the 
showcases that were to contain 
exhibits made very good beds for 
the injured. We do not need them 
now, for the American Red Cross 
has sent us so many much better 
beds.” 
Tokyo now has almost as many 
hospitals as before the earthquake, 
which left standing only 57 out of 
the 172 in the city and suburbs. 
Since 
the 
disaster 
the 
United 
States, through the American Re* 
Cross, has furnished to the Japa 
nese relief officials 4,100 complex 
beds, as well as clothing for thi 
patients.
